The complainant stated that oa 
Thursday afternoon, aboat four ©’clock, while standing under the por- 
tico of Drury-lane theatre, his attention was attracted by a lowd al

tercation between his son (W. West, jun.) and the defendant ; on whicir 
he advanced, with the view of ascertaining the cause of quarrel, and 
acting, if necessary, as a mediator, when one of the crowd jostled him, 
and precipitated him on Mr. Cooke, who immediately turned round, 
and brought him to the ground by a violent blow on the temple. Mr. 
Cooke did not deny the blow, bat, io his defence, was ahout to enter 
upon a statement of the causes of difference which had for some time 
existed between Mr. West, jun. and his wife, in whose behalf, he, as 
hee brother, thought it necessary to act as champion. Sir R. Birnie, 
however, cut his address short by a request that he would confine him- 
self to the assault in question. With respect to the “ filthy blow,” 
which had caused Mr. West senior’s prostration, Mr. Cooke intimated 
that while he was in the act of remonstrating rather strongly with his 
brother-in-law, ‘ the old gentleman” made his appearance in the part 
of Paul Pry, but so far forgot the “ business’ of the character as to 
thrust himself violently against him, without even the customary de- 
precation, “ Hope I don’t intrude.’ The unwelcome salute which he 
received in consoquence must be, of course, owing to his own misma- 
nagement alone; he certainly had met with a pretty sharp coup de 
thealre, and might think himself well off that he had not been greeted 
with an encore. Mr. West, jun now entered O. P. and was commenc- 
ing his ‘ round unvarnished tale’ of the origin of the transaction, when 
his Worship cut short the business, by ivtimating that he did not sit 
there to adjust or listen to “ jars” of a domestic nature, and advised 
the parties to make up the quarrel among themselves— Brilish Prees.
